Sites supreme court before congress 
convenes. The president, has virtual- 
ly taken this for granted for some 
time, hut the matter was discussed by 
him and Justice Moody Thursday al 
Magnolia, and they now have a com- 
plete understanding about it. 


Justice Moody's letter'of resigna- 


tion will be ready whenever the pres- 
ident desires it. 
His illness is of 


such a serious tiutuie Ihat he cannot 
hope to resume his duties upon the 
bench. 


The selection of Justice Moody's 


successor will he taken 
up 
along 


with the naming of a chief justice in 
the fall. It was stated authoritative- 
ly yesterday, however, that the pres- 
ident would not call an extra session 
of Ihe senate at that, time to enable 
him to make the nominations. 


The president is considering var- 


ious names for the position, but, as 
has already been stated, Judge Swa- 
sey of the New Jersey supreme court 
is regarded most likely.

Restelli, who Is a quarry worker here, 
Is explained as far as It Is possible by 
financial difficulties and because the 
persons whom he attacked would not 
aid him in business. 


The shooting was all done within a 


half-hour, but after that there were 
hours of suspense In which the fugi- 
tive was slowly traced from one point 
to another by the quickly Increasing 
bands of armed men who sought him 
dead or alive. 


Restelli drove about on his errand 


of death In a carriage. -He carried two 
revolvers and a

amount of ammunition, and there is 
no doubt entertained by all who know 
him that he will not surrender, but 
will sell his life as dearly

It was 2:30 o'clock yesterday after- 


noon when Restelli called at the home 
of his mother, Mrs. Marlanna Res- 
telli, to request a loan of money which 
he had been trying to raise for sev- 
eral days.

started upon her refusal to accede to 
his request.

found in the house pierced by several 
bullets. 


Leaving his mother dead on the 


lloor, Restelli rushed out of the house 
and started for his brother's place of 
business on Penn 
street. 
At 
the 


corner of Penn street, Restelll left 
his horse In charge of a small boy and 
walked down to the stone shed of his 
brother, Gaspare, with whom he had 
formerly been In business. 


Henry Adrian,, the bookkeeper, was 


standing in the yard and without a 
word of warning, Restelll pulled out 
both revolvers and fired a shot from 
each. 
One bullet struck Adrian. The 


crazed man fired point blank at Gas- 
pare. He dropped, probably mortally 
Injured. 


Restelll, after wounding his broth- 


er, did not stop, hut ran to the stone 
cutting yards of Benjamin Bishop. He 
called to Bishop to come out and then 
valked with him around a corner and 
drew a revolver. 
Bishop knocked it 


from his hand, and he drew another 
with which he shot Bishop twice. Ed- 
win Bishop came out and he shot at 
lira twice, but missed. 


Restelli then jumped into the buggy 


again and drove to the Hardwlcks. 
Asking to use the telephone he did 
not wait for an answer, but started 
shooting. 
One bullet 
struck Theo- 


dore Hardwlck in the knee, and an- 
other struck Henry Hardwlck, prov- 
ing fatal. 


Having shot the last of the six, 


Henry E. Hardwlck, 
who dropped, 


dead upon his office floor on Quarry j 
street, the man forsook the carriage. 
In which he had driven from place to | 
place during his mad career and 
flashed into the woods. 


It was there that the great chase, 


In which hundreds of civilians and, 
police officers joined, took place, but, 
the pursuers were some distance be- 
hind the slayer, and It is feared that | 
he may have gotten safely through the 
woods by way of Carroll's lane, to 
connect with a car which would carry 
him to Boston.
